Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-44, drawn to a cardiac lead system that has a first and second 
stop feature, classified in class 607, subclass 122. 

II. Claims 45-64, drawn to a cardiac lead system having a stop mechanism, 
classified in class 607, subclass 119. 

III. Claims 65-80, drawn to a method for advancing a cardiac lead system, 
classified in class 607, subclass 116. 

IV. Claims 81-84, drawn to a means for advancing a cardiac lead system not 
comprising a lead, classified in class 607, subclass 37. 

Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination does not require 
a first stop feature, or portion, and a second stop feature, or portion, wherein 
engagement of the first stop feature, or portion, and the second stop feature, or portion, 
prevents further advancement of the elongated body through the cardiac lead lumen. 
The combination as claimed additionally does not require a first portion and a second 
portion, the second portion of the cardiac lead lumen distal the first portion and giving 
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an inner diameter smaller than the first portion, and wherein engagement of the distal 
end of the elongated body and the transition region of the cardiac lead lumen prevents 
further advancement of the elongated body through the cardiac lead lumen. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as not requiring an inflation member that 
prevents further advancement of the guide member through the cardiac lead lumen but 
by engaging the distal end of the elongated body and the transition region of the cardiac 
lead lumen and also not requiring a separate activating stop mechanism, but two 
separate mechanisms, one on the lead, one on the member. 

Inventions I and II (product) and III are related as product and process of use. 
The inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be 
shown: (1) the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another 
materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially 
different process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case, the 
product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product, 
not requiring advancing the lead and member together but separately or using the stop 
mechanism as a push point, but using the mechanism to prevent puncturing of the lead. 

Inventions I and II (combination) and IV are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the 
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combination as claimed does not require a means for moving the cardiac lead and 
guide member into a destination vessel or to provide a push point. The subcombination 
has separate utility such as not requiring a cardiac lead with a conductor but for use 
with a spinal lead or a cardiac lead without a conductor but using fiber optics. 

Inventions III and IV are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case, the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product not requiring a cardiac lead with a conductor for use with a spinal lead or a 
cardiac lead without a conductor but using fiber optics. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call was made to Mark Hollingsworth on April 10, 2006 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the
